ASHLEY VOLUNTEERS. 


On 20 May 1861, a volunteer company ‘was organized in Hamburg, 
Ashley County, Arkansas, for Confederate service. They called 
themselves "The Ashley volunteers," and, joining with ten other 
Arkansas volunteer companies, formed the Third Arkansas 
Infantry Regiment, the most famous of the many regiments 
fielded by Arkansas in the War Between the States. 

The company chose a = young Hamburg lawyer, Vannoy Hartrog 
"van" Manning, as its Captain. The other officers were William 
K. Wilkins, First Lieutenant; Jesse W. Norris, Second 
Lieutenant; and Benjamin Franklin Lowe, Third Lieutenant. 

Exactly 100 young Ashley County men mustered in Hamburg on Fs 
June 1861 for a flag presentation ceremony, prior to departing 
for the front. Only 20 remained at the surrender of their flag 
at Appomattox on 9 April 1865. 

The flag presentation was preceded by a stirring address, 
given. by 4 local belle, Miss Annie E. Watkins. A complete 
transcript of that address was printed in the Arkansas True 
“Democrat on 27 June ‘1861. A copy appears below.

'Tigs with a mingled feeling of pleasure and regret that I 
address. this brilliant array of Ashley's gallant sons, A 
feeling of joy and pride awakes in our hearts a just 
appreciation of the bravery and nobleness, by which you have 
been actuated in enrolling your names as candidates for the 
battlefield, since you march thither, to defend the sunny South 
against the oppression and fanaticism of the North. But a- 
feeling of sadness pervades the soul, because so many of our 
highly esteemed friends will soon cease to gladden our little . 
town with their presence--the community will miss you--in vain 
will the mother watch for the return of her darling boy--the 
wife shed tears for her absent husband--and the sister sigh for 
the companionship of her brother--for you will be gone from our 
midst. 

Ashley volunteers, what has prompted you to forego life's 
sweetest pleasures?

Duty calls, freedom leads the way, and patriotism, 
that same great passion which fired the bosom of your ancient 
prototype, lures you on! 

The proclamation of wax has startled the nation, and ‘tis now > 
time for every old man to think profoundly--for every young man 
to act with determined and patriotic spirit! We sincerely hope 
that the South holds not, in all her broad domain, a man who 
would have the face to live in a country, "enjoy its immunities 
and privileges," and then refuse to fight its battles. 
Notwithstanding the discouragements interwoven with the 
contemplation of your undertaking, and the great perils that 
must attend its completion--heed not the voices that would 
charm you from it; but go forth in defence of your liberty! The — 
eye will soon learn to kindle at the sight of Lincoln's deluded 
minions, and the heart will bound with delight, as the roar of 
the cannon and the sound of the drum fall upon the ear. 








The presence of the ladies plainly indicate that woman is not 
indifferent to the glorious cause in which you are determined 
to engage--although she does not brave the cannon's deadly 
fire, and win the laurels of the conqueror.

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Cover Story: THE OLD PORTLAND JAIL 
By Tootsie Selby 





The smakl brick jaik was commonly known as the "Calaboose" even in the deed of 
19 Jun 1899 when D. L. BAIN deeded to the "Incorporated town of Portland" "ALL that 
part of Lot 10 4n Bkock 5 North of a potnt 177 feet from the South Line of said Lot. 
It being the Lot on which the Cakaboose now stands in the town of Portland Arkansas.” 
The deed was for $25 paid and was signed by both D. L. BAIN (Dallas Leroy) and nis ; 
wife, L. D. (Lottie DEAN) BAIN. 


The jatk has been a part of Portland for s0 Long most people never give it much 
thought. The town of Portkand, known in earky records as Poplar Bugs, had moved to 
the ratkroad from Bayou BarthoLomew, and one of the first buildings erected was the 
jaik. The original structure had two cells, but in Later years the partction was 
nemoved and one Lange cell nemains. 


Even in 444 earky years the Cakaboose housed mostly "overnight guests." In the 
years parton to Workd Wan I, the streets of Portland were crowded every Saturday 
night. One senior citizen remembers her mother telling her that "every other buckd- 
dng in Porthand was a Liquor stone" in those early years before prohibition. That 
was probably an exaggeration, but the Calaboose stayed full dom dusk Saturday until 
Sunday morning. 


One Laborer was incarcerated one night and called for his employer akk durtig the 
night to come and release him. He could see the empkoyen's home from one of the tiny 
windows on the south side of the building. When the man did not respond, the dumate 
Set fire to his mattress and the most exciting night in the maik's existence oecuraed! 

The building itsels is roughly ten feet wide and twenty feet tong. The walls ane 
a kLittke over twelve inches thick. The two doors ane on the north side v4 the budctd-- 
4ng, one for each of the original cells. (Editor's note: the cover prcture was made 
{om a photograph taken Last summer of the Calaboose. At that time briana and weeds 
were 40 grown around the building that only one door was visible.) The windows ane 
on the south side. Again, one for each cell. The window openings ane about eleven 
dnches by seventeen inches with three metal bars Aunning hortzonakly. There were 
probably never panes of any kind. The N00f Seems to have abso been brick which in 
Later years may have been patched with concrete. The conernete floor seems to have 
been Laid as the original. 


There were many marshals through the years, but only four or five came to the minds 
of those who might remember. The earliest one was Steve BARRINGER, who served about 
1912-15, Another was Scott STREETER, who was marshal about 1916. His wife hated 
having guns in the house so she unfoaded them when she got a chance. One night he 
made a cakk on a bootkegger by the name 0f Aaron HARRIS, who nesponded with gunfire. 
Streeter was shot because his wife neglected to tell him what she had done! 


From about 1918 until at Least 1927 Huey HABERYAN held the position. He is 
remembered for his helpfulness and his hard work during the months of high water 
around Portland during the Mississippi River flood in '27. Portland was spared, 
as was everything within about a mike radius of the town. One of the Last marshals 
remembered in these earlier times was Mead WHITE. His term was in the Late 1930's 
and, unfortunately, ended with his death in a famtky accident. 


The jatk was used probably for the Last time about 1955 hor the same purpose it was 
ontginakky most often used. The city stile owns the smare piece of property just 
behind Portkand Bank, and the butkding is almost completely intact.
